During the debate on tiie appropriation 
bill Mr. Dillon threatened, if barm eauie 
to O'Brien, who was the best belov.d man 
m Ireland, there wore many in Ireland 
and America who would have vengeance. 

Mr. Morloy spoke of tho treatment 
of political prisoners mid said no 
country subjected its political offen- 
ders to s.tch harsh discipline as 
England had shown towards Irish mem- 
bers who bad been confined. The action 
of the government showed plainly that 
they intended to rigorously enforce the 
coercion law during the recess. Ho urged 
the government to grant an inquiry of the 
police in regard to the Mitcliellslown af- 
fair, if only to satisfy the public, 

Labouuhero stated that tho report given 
by the police about tho affray was a gross- 
ly impudent tissue of lies; that the gov- 
ernment reporters were liars as well us 
murderers. 

Parnell then spoke at length and said 
nothing would prove of moie discrodit to 
tho government than their present treat- 
ment of political prisoners. Mr. Forstor, 
the Irish secretary in ISHO, treated those 
who were imprisoned for political offenses 
with distinguished humanity, but the 
present government tried to terrorize 
their opponents by treating their prison- 
ers like the basest criminals. Parnull 
declared the police at Mitcliellslown acted 
as cowards, and that they were part of tho 
system that fostered a reign of terror 
within the prison walls and sanctioned 
murder outside. The government bad 
taken that unfortunate country, Ireland, 
by' tlie throat and was using 
every endeavor to strangle it. 
Mr. Parnell said his only tear was that 
some men would become so exasperated 
by the government's cruel treatment that 
they would abandon all moderation and 
commit sonic, wild act of revenge. For 
his part lie would continue to urgo his 
countrymen to wait with patience and en- 
durance until the time when Homo Utile 
would bring them the desired relief. 

After tho debate the appropriation bill 
was read for the third lime, and the house 
adjourned until Fridiijr, at, which time it 
will be prorogued.

TUB MITCHELLSTOWJi APFAIK. 

O'Brien AddressoB the People Lnbouohere'i 
Views -Gladstone Will Denouuce 
the Shooting. 

Dublin, Sept, 11. — Mr. O'Brien was 
arrested to-day while Hoeing Mr. Labou- 
chere off on the steamer. Mr. O'Brien 
spent tho day at Ballybrock, with Messrs. 
Dillon and Harrington. Ho received a 
telegram from Labouchere and Mr. 
Bruuuer requesting him to accompany 
them to London. Mr. O'Brien, accom- 
panied by Harrington, wont oil board at 
Kingston for the purpose of declining tho 
invitation to go to London, when a detec- 
tive met him and said ho would not be ar- 
rested if he pledged himself not to go to 
England. O'Brion refused this condition 
when ho was taken into custody and 
escorted to the Imperial hotel by tho de 
tectivo, who informed him that he could 
stay there all night if he would give pro 
niiHe that he would not make a speech. 
This pr,omiso was not given and Brien 
addressed a crowd from the balcony of thu 
hotel. Ill the course of. his brief remarks 
he said: "So long as there is breath in 
my body-iny voice will not be filent till 
I'm gagged. 1 am proud to flu Tor for 
Mitohellstown, When in Kingston 1 was 
told that 1 would not bo arrested if I did 
not undertake to go to England. That 
shows that the government is beginning 
to dread us in England." 

Mr. O'Brien will remain at tlie hot el W>- 
night and proceed to Mitohellstown in tho 
morning. The crowd that gathered iu 
front of the hotel was very enthusiastic, 
davitt'h bpkbch, 

Michael Davitt, at a meeting in Dublin, 
declared that lie would adopt every word 
and meaning of O'Brien's speech at Mitch: 
ellulowh, Irishmen would deserve the 
contempt of the world if they ullowud 



themselves to bo hunted from their cabins 
like beasts. Ho complained against tho 
constabulary for slaying their own kith 
and kin in cold blood, oven without, a 
word of command from thoir officers. If 
tho slumbering emblems of retaliatory 
vengeance wore fanned, as in 1881, ho 
hoped tho Irish would not bo blamed if 
any uvil wrought upon Ireland should fall 
upon the instigators of the Mitohellstown 
riot. 

London, Sept. 11.— The Daily News, 
speaking of the occurrence at Mitchells- 
town, nays: "The more we examine into 
the tragedy, the more evident it becomes 
that it was nothing less than murder by 
persons unknown. The ominous silence 
of the government and its agents on the 
question of responsibility is one of the 
worst features in the case. What are we 
to expect but orimo answering to crime? 
— devilish outrage following devilish de- 
pression?" 

Labouchere, in u long letter describing 
the affair at Mitohellstown, says when ho 
entered the barracks be found that the 
police bad dragged two men inside and 
were beating them with bludgeons, as 
they lay face downwards. Dillon had 
groat difficulty in preventing the chief 
constable from rushing out of the barracks 
with bis men and shooting riirht and left. 

Captain Plunk ett visited Mitohellstown, 
and thu detectives and magistrates Eaton 
and fjoagraves had an informal inquiry, 
inspected the baiTHcks and visited the 
wounded. Less than twenty police were 
actually injured, and only one seriously. 

Brutmcr sa;, a he saw a dozen constables 
attack one man with their batons, lie 
also saw n policeman pierce a horse with 
his bayonet, while another constable 
t li rust his bayonet into tho rider. 

An independent eye witness relates 
that when tho first blow was struck il was 
impossible to control the Tipporary men, 
who attacked the police like furies. The 
walls of tho barracks bear evidence of tho 
fusiladc of stones. The lower half of the 
door was broken in. 

FUN'KRAL OK A VICTIM. 

MrrcHKLLHTOWN, Sept. 12.— The fun- 
eral of Michael Lonergnau, who was shot, 
dead by the police last. Friday, took place 
this afternoon. The body was followed 
to the cemetery by thousands of people. 
The procession was over half a mile long. 
At the grave Father McCarthy made an 
address in which be exclaimed: "Cod 
have mercy on his soul; may he receive 
more mercy in heaven than be received 
on earth." The police kept out of sight. 

O'BRIEN AT DUBLIN. 

Di'nt.iN, Sept, 12. — The mayor, mem- 
bers of tho municipality and many promi- 
nent citizens met Editor O'Brien at tho 
Cork depot. Two hundred policemen 
and a strong military force 
O'Brien to the court house, where 
dust him, 
The streets were 

crowded with people. 

The mayor complained to Magistrate 
Gardiner of the presence of the military 
and police, which he said were not needed, 
and were calculated to irritate the popu- 
lace. The streets through which O'Brion 
was taken to the jail were lined with 
troops. Stones were thrown at the police j 
escorting O'Brien, and several were 1 
wounded. The police then charged the 
crowd, using thoir batons freely, and in- 
juring many of the spectators. 

London, Sept. 12. — Gladstone arrived 
here to-day from Hawardon. Ho will 
speak in the House of Commons to-night, 
in denunciation of the police at Mitchells- 
town on Friday.

Evidently Against Blaine. 
Saratoga, N.Y., Sept. 13. — The even- 
ing train brought iu a large number of 
delegates and tho hotels are crowded to- 
night.

This 
was by no means harmonious, After a 
long discussion ex-Mayor Seth Low, of 
Brooklyn, was nominated for temporary 
chairman.

The nomination was 
considered a victory for the Mugwumps 
and a slap at Blaine as Low is not a Blaine 
man. This probably means the selection 
of Warner Miller as president of tho con- 
vention. All talk as of harmony, but 
there is underlying a current of opinion 
and an expression which may make 
trouble to-morrow. Tho prohibition move- 
ment is admitted to be embarrassing 
and there is much curiosity felt 
as to bow the committee on 
resolutions will meet the matter. Dis- 
tinguished men are to be met at every 
turn. Senator tliscock is lively at work 
endeavoring to secure harmony. What- 
ever nominations are decided on will 
probably be made by acclamation. A 
feeling of joyfulness is expressed by all 
the delegates as to the Republican suc- 
cess. The Republican editors assembled 
hero will meet to-morrow morning at 10 
o'clock in Congress hall to discuss matters 
generally. Invitations have been extend- 
ed to the editors of all the Republican 
organs in the state to be present, and it 
is likely that a large number will be pres- 
ent.

Tin- Union rnclflc Sfntc*. 

In the annual report of Gen, Joseph E. 
Johnson, commissioner of railroads, to 
the secretary of the interior, which was 
made to-day, it is stated that rolling 
stock, bridges, culverts, workshops and 
other equipments of the Union Pacific 
railway are in an excellent condition. The 
total funded debt of the road on Decem- 
ber ,'ilst, 1886, is shown to have been 
$116,508,539, an increase ol $11,446 over 
the preceding December, The revenue 
and expenditure of tlie company for tho 
year ending December 31st, 18.SIJ, are 
given, showing receipts, $24,141,740; 
expenditures, 820,011, 7<iti: surplus, $4,- 
129,974. The report states that there 
was a net decrease in tho total debt of the 
company of $1,900,715 Oil December ,'llst. 
188(1, at that, time the capital stock being 
$60,868,500, and tho total stock and debt 
amounted to $220,268,247. The assets 
show a net increase of $3,412,810. From 
the above it appears that the surplus of 
the company at the end of the calendar 
year was $37,224,513, as against $32, 111,- 
051 the year before. The estimate found 
before the government for the Union divi- 
sion is ^877,727, ami from (he Kansas 
division is $132,052, The net earnings of 
the aided portions last, calendar year was 
$4,534,060, a decrease of $1,803,655 over 
the previous year. The report then gives 
the condition of other aided roads, but 
makes no recommendation iu regard to 
any of them. 

Latter Dnv Saints lo he Tried.

FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Preparations for the Emperor's Wedding— 
The Eclipse— Etc. 

San Francisco, Sept. 11. — By the 
steamer San Pablo, arriving this evening 
from China, Hong Kong advices oro re- 
ceived to August 18, and Yokohama to 
August 27. The daughter of a distin- 
guished nobleman bus been selected as 
wife for the emperor of China, and a 
daughter each of a governor-general, a 
governor and a member of the board of 
revenue, have been selected as his concu- 
bines. Prince Chun, in accordance with 
the emperor's decree, has instiucted the 
board of revenue to get ready two million 
teals for the expense of the emperor's 
marriage. His highness has been sick 
recently on account of excessive work. 

There appears in China and Japanese 
journals nothing specially new on the pro- 
jected Chinese- American bank. For the 
most part, the Bamo rumors were circu- 
lated there with regard to the matter as 
were circulated here. 

A FBIUHTFUL STORM. 

During a thunder storm that visited 
Tokio on tho afternoon of the Kith Au- 
gust, lightning is said to have struck in 
twenty-six places. Only one casualty, 
however, is reported, the death of a child 
eight years of age, The storm was of a 
peculiarly appalling character, though 
worse in appearance than in reality. 
Beaching the city from the north, it drove 
before it a vast volume of dust, which as 
sinned such proportions that it actually 
mingled with the onward rolling masses 
of angry clouds. Thus the city was grad- 
ually enveloped in a dusky gray pall, lit 
by lurid flashes of lightning* and whirled 
into ragged masses by the furious wind. 
Fortunately a land storm produces little 
eft'ecl in the pari of Tokio bay that lies 
near the city, so no serious damage was 
suffered by shipping. 

THE ECLIPSE, 

'Flit? solar eclipse of August 19th was 
observed at Yokohama under favorable 
conditions. At other points where observ- 
ers from the United States were stationed 
jus! when the moment for totality was 
approaching, the heavens became effectu- 
ally obscured by clouds over a great part 
of the range of observation.

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FIRES IN THEATRES. 

Tito problem of guarding against the 
danger uf tiros in theatres still continues 
to occupy inventors. M. Larochotta has 
devised and fitted up lit tho Theatre doB 
Nations, belonging to the city of Paris, an 
apparatus by which tho iron curtain divid- 
ing from the auditorium can be quickly 
lowered in case of tire. In fitting this 
apparatus, any existing mechanical appli- 
ances for the movement of the curtain can 
be retained with small modifications. The 
apparatus is controlled by an electric cir 
cuit laid right through the building, and 
provided with push buttons at various 
easily accessible places. L'pon pushing 
any of these buttons a current is sont 
through an electro-magnetic catch, which 
releases and sets in motion tho mechanical 
apparatus by which the curtain is lowered. 
The bults of the panic doors aro titled 
with similar electro-magnetic catches, and 
the same current which sends tho curtain 
down causes the bolts to fall and the 
panic doors to open. To make this sys- 
tem perfectly automatic, thermostats are 
inserted at frequent intervals in the cir- 
cuit, so that, even should nobody think of 
pressing any of the push buttons, the heat 
of tho tiro itself will cause the apparatus 
to act. 

PURELY SENSATIONAL. 

The wild talk coming from Winnipeg 
would Been) to he the emanation of some 
mind hostile to the best interests of Mani- 
toba. This tall; of the people standing 
firm and defending "their rights with 
their blood if necessary" sounds as foolish 
as the statement that Sir John will be 
burned in etligy at the proposed demon- 
stration. We do not believe anything of 
tlie kind. While sympathizing with tho 
people of that province in their tight for 
provincial rights, we do not believe they 
will allow themselves to become the vic- 
tims of a small faction whose only pur- 
pose is to injure the government of the 
day. We refuse to believe that the aver- 
age sensible resident of Winnipeg has so 
lost his head as to be guilty of any such 
designs as are attributed to him in the 
press dispatches. The one which we pub- 
lish this morning hears within itself the 
evidence of untruthfulness and is not cal- 
culated to attract tho slightest attention 
from even the most gullible. Manitoba 
is fighting fur her rights on other lines 
than those of bloodshed and childish 
burning of effigies, and will gain thorn 
only by following such a policy as will 
commend her cause to the whole Domin- 
ion. Wo opine that the telegram in ques- 
tion was written in red ink by some Win- 
nipeg correspondent who wants "blood." 

AN ELECTRIC FREIGHT RAILROAD. 

The ease anil slight expense at which 
an electric railroad can be operated in 
large works already provided with a dy- 
namo for electric lighting is well shown, 
says the Electrical World, in the venture 
recently carried out by the East Boston 
sugar refinery at East Boston. This re- 
finery, which is the largest in New Eng- 
land, is situated about l,.'J0O feet from the 
docks where the raw sugar is unloaded 
from the ships. Formerly the hogsheads 
and bags were loaded on a railroad truck 
drawn by horses, the work being such as 
to tax the animals very severely and neces- 
sitating frequent changes. As the refin- 
ery is provided with a 150 light Edison 
plant, it was determined to put in an 
electric railroad, and the installation was 
undertaken by the Sprague Electric Hail- 
way Motor Company of New York. The 
rolling stock consists of two flat cars, 
one of which carries the motor 
of fifteen horse-power at its 
forward end, together with a raised plat- 
form, upon which are placed tho regula- 
ting and reversing switches. The cars are 
capable of taking a load of twelve hogs- 
heads, equivalent to 30,000 pounds. The 
current is taken from the lightning dyna- 
mo and led to the motor from an over- 
head wire and trolley, the track being 
used on return. With the electric rail- 
road the work of transferring can be done 
in one-fourth the time formerly required 
with horses, and although ships aro con- 
stantly unloading at the docks, the limit- 
ing capacity of tho railroad to handle the 
work has not yet been readied. The 
motor operates without noise, and al- 
though the the track is always in had 
condition, being invariably covered with 
sugar and molasses, no difficulty in opera- 
tion has yet been experienced. Another 
interesting feature is the fact that thus 
far no appreciable increase in coal con- 
sumption due to the operation of t he elec- 
tric railroad in connection with tho lights 
has been noticed. 

THE WORLD'S^NAVAL STRENGTH, 

It appears from tho Universal Register 
for 1887, issued by the Committee of 
"Lloyd's Register of British and Foreign 
Shipping," that Croat Britain has li guns 
capable of penetrating 88 inches of un- 
backed iron, and Hi others which can pen- 
etrate 28 inches of the same material. 
Italy has 20 guns which can penetrate 33 
inehe-B of iron. Fiance, 14 guns which 
pwrce 27 inches, and 14 otliura Mv 



to penetrate 25 inches of unbaekod iron. 
Russia has 20 guns and Spain 2 equal to 
the ponotration of 24 inches of iron, and 
no other powbr has any guns capable of 
tin equivalent result. In other words, of 
guiiB able to penetrate 24 inches of un- 
baekod iron, Franco has 28; Italy, 20; 
Russia, 20; Spain, 2, and Great Britain 
22. Next, regarding the speed of their 
war ships, we find tho sevoral powers 
stand as follows; Ships of twenty knots 
and above — England, 1; Franco, 1; Italy, 
10; Spain, 2, and other European nations 
4. Of 19 knots speed, England has H 
ships; France, 10; Germany, 3; Italy, 2, 
and otbor nations 9. Of 18-knot ships 
England has 5; France, 7; Germany, 2; 
Italy, 6, and other nations ti. Our su- 
premacy is, howovor, chiefly soon in 17- 
knot ships, of which we have 25, mount- 
ing 181 guns; Franco, 4 of 20 guns; Italy, 
5 of 40 guns, and other nations 4 of 19 
guns. England has 11 ships of 90 guns 
that can steam Hi knots, whereas Franco 
has 3 only, of 58 guns. At 15 knotB, 
France beats ns with 1(1 ships of 214 guns, 
as compared with our 12 ships of 120 
guns, and at 14 knots France has 28 ships 
of 334 guns, whereas wo have only 15 
ships of 252 guns. Summarizing these 
figures, it appears that with speeds above 
14 knots wo have 80 ships of 795 guns; 
France, (19 of 699 guns: Germany, 35 of 
285 guns, and Italy 41 of 201 guns. Out 
of a total mercantile tonnage now atloat of 
20,943,650, Great Britain and her colo- 
nies own 10,539, lot!. The total steam 
mercantile tonnage of tho world is 10,- 
531,843, and of this Great Britain and 
her colonies own no less than (i, 595,871, 
or nearly two-thirds of the whole. 

A SATISFACTORY ARRANGEMENT. 

Tho arrangements which the govern 
ment has made with the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company for tho use of that 
company's vessels are most satisfactory. 
It has been agreed that in consideration 
of the payment of an annual sum of 
£2,500 in respect of each of tho four 
latest, additions to the P. and ( >. Hoot tho 
company will keep these vessels in readi- 
ness to serve either as armed cruisers or 
as transports. The directors have further 
promised to keep seven other steamers of 
their fleet, each over 4,000 tons, ready for 
similar purposes, receiving for the latter 
no additional remuneration. Moreover, 
in case the company adds to its fleet ves- 
sels which may he better adapted for the 
purposes of tho government than those it 
already possesses, tile government has the 
right to require the substitution of the 
new steamers of those already promised. 
The arrangement may be ended by a 
four month's notice on either side. 
Thus tho country acquires for the 
price of £10,000 per annum the right to 
charter upwards of 50,000 Ions of tho 
finest stoam shipping in the world, for 
even the additional steamers possessing— 
as most of them do — a considerable rate 
of speed, would be very valuable for the 
transport of troops, while the four new 
vessels — each of over 0,500 tons, 6,500 
horse power, and capable of steaming at 
about 17i knots per hour - would 
be likely to prove, when pro 
vided with the necessary arma- 
ment, highly efficient cruisers, and 
of great service alike in protecting our 
immense mercantile marine, and in har- 
assing that of the enemy. The first of 
these vessels, the Victoria, is appointed 
to sail on the 1st of October. The second 
of the four, the Britannia, 1ms just been 
launched. This agreement with the P. 
it O. Company is of high national interest 
as an indication of the resources which 
the admiralty possesses in the English 
mercantile marine. An agreement of a 
similar character to that just described 
exists between the Admiralty and the 
Cunard Company, whereby the country 
secured^the services of three of tho finest 
of that renowned fleet— viz., the Ciubria, 
the Etruria, and the Aurania. It is not 
more than three months since the (Jmbria 
made the passage between Quoenstown 
and New York in a little over six days 
and four hours, the fastest trip on record 
up to that date. But, even this achieve- 
ment was surpassed a few days ago, when 
her sister ship, the Etruria steamed into 
the harbor of the Empire City after a run 
from Queenstown of six days, three hours 
and fifteen minutes. Nor is it to be sup- 
posed that this is the limit of ocean 
steaming, for the extraordinary perfor- 
mances which this summer hits witnessed 
in the case of the smaller steamers be- 
tween Liverpool and the Isle of Man, 
when a speed of over twenty-live miles an 
hour has actually been attained, indicate 
that we have entered upon a new era of 
progress in ship-building and marine en- 
gineering.

LATE CANADIAN NEWS. 

ONTARIO, 
a Aylmer branch of the Canadian 
Pacific recently purchased by the Fontiao 
und Pacific is open for traffip from Ottawa 
to Coulongo, 59 miles. Boomer, president 
of the mad, says the lino will be com- 
pleted to Saulfc; >Ste. Mario by first of May 
next. 

Erostiw Winnm has subscribed §1,000 
to the Victoria college federation fund. 

The promoters of the commercial union 
movement in Toronto are about to take 
stops to hold a meeting, and have invited 
Wiman, Butterworth, (iohlwin Smith and 
Darling to address it. 

Lord Alexander Russell is going to 
Ottawa for the purpose of consulting with 
the Dominion government in reference to 
the now defences of Halifax. 

Sir .John will probably represent Can- 
ada on the fishery commission. The 
premier expects to leave for England 
shortly, and to return in company with 
Chamberlain. 

Simon McLeod, of Parkhill, was electod 
warden of London county, rice Oleverdon 
who absconded a month ago. 

At Osgoodo ball on Thursday the ttial 
of the petition against the return of Mal- 
lory, conservative, for East Northumber- 
land, began. The Cross petition in West 
Huron will be tried on Nov. 16th, in 
Goodericli, and the case against Rooine, 
grit, is tixed for December 12th, at 
Strathroy. 

QUEBEC. 

The Montreal grand jury has returned 
a true bill against McGarigle for conspir- 
acy, and a bench warrant was issued for 
his arrest. 

The Canadian Pacific has assumed oper- 
ations of the South Eastern and its 
branches. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 
Geo. W. Underwood, stipendiary mag- 
istrate and ex-warden of New Glasgow, is 
dead. 

The trial of the election petition 
against Sir Chas. Tupper is lixed for Oc- 
tober 4th, before Judge McDonald. 

MANITOBA. 
A regular bomb shell was thrown into 
the R. R. V. camp on Saturday morning 
by the minister of justice applying for a 
writ of injunction to restrain the Rod 
River Valley railway from laying rails on 
twelve different lots owned by the Domin- 
ion government between the city and the 
boundary line. Lawyers hold tips to bo 
one of the most difficult cases to deal 
with, and there is considerable feeling in 
the matter, it generally being the prevail- 
ing belief that the C. P. R. and not 
the federal government had been interest- 
ing themselves in lighting the road. 



IN THE COMMONS. 



Balfour Defends the 
Reed*i 



Invernnient 
Warning. 



London, Sept. 10 — In the house of 
commons to-day Mr. Sexton appealed to 
the government to give such justification 
as they could for the murderous act at 
Mitchells town. "It was beyond doubt,' 
ho said, "that bloodshed resulted fron 
the wanton attack of an armed force 
upon a body of citizens engaged in the 
exorcise of their undoubted constitutional 
right to a public meeting. Who ordered 
the tiring? What steps have been taken 
to identify the men who committed the 
murderous catastrophe that was the result 
of the language and acts of a government 
which had found it easier to begin than 
to end a conflict?" 

Balfour claimed that Sexton's account 
of the affair differed materially in sub- 
stantial particulars from the accounts tele- 
graphed the government. He claimed 
that Condon shouted to the people to 
close up against the police, and that the 
attack upon the police was utterly pro- 
voked. The responsibility rested with a 
band of politicians calling themselves 
leaders of the Irish people, who spoke of 
government reporters as spies. If those 
persons instead of talking about continual 
agitation had exercised their influence to 
keep the people within the law the 
country would not have to deplore these 
scenes. 

Sir Edward Reed warned the govern- 
ment that tlie English people would re- 
sent interference with a public meeting. 
The people of Oreat Britain would not 
allow their fellow subjects ill Ireland to 
bo treated in this manner.

English anil Scotch Nubility. 

The Earl and Countess of Kintore, the 
Earl of Lathom, Lord Blphinstone and 
Lord Carnegie arrived on the Yosemite 
last evening, and are registered at the 
Driard. The Earl of Lathom is Lord 
Chamberlain with £2,00(>4ier year, whose 
chief duties it is to issue invitations in tho 
name of the Queen, and to regulate the 
length of the skirts of the ballet girls 
within the precincts of the city of London. 
Lord Elphinstone's house is one of the 
oldest in the Scotch peerage. He was 
once a representative Scotch peer, of 
whom there are sixteen, but was recently 
elevated to the English peerage in his own 
right. He is now a lord-in-waiting with 
a salary of £900 a year, and has also a 
considerable rent-roll of his own. He is 
a retired captain of the navy, served 
in the Crimea, and is married to a daugh- 
ter of Lord Dunmore. Lord Kintore is a 
Scotch nobleman, and is a relative of 
Lord Elphinstone. None of the noble 
party are notable in politics. 



Kurrnnl Inlel. 

On Saturday evening one of the mosl 
beautiful scenes that ever was presented 
on the Inlet was witnessed by hundreds 
of people. The distinguished party of 
archbishops and clergy arrived by evening 
trains from Now Westminstor, and after 
dining with the resident priest, Father 
Fay, they then were driven to tho wharf, 
where they were met by the Mission 
Indians with twenty-four canoes illumin- 
ated with 240 lanterns of all colors. The 
party embarking, the Indian band played 
most creditably, after which the 
Indians sang, and this continued 
the whole way across the Inlet, 
guns being tired at intervals. Tho mission 
itself presented a perfect picture. Every 
house was illuminated with white colored 
lights. The front street had along the 
water's edge 299 rod lanterns ami 118 
banners. Tho church had sixty lanterns, 
and a reception tent l(i more. About the 
centre of the mission there was an im- 
mense arch consisting of 225 colored 
glasses, over which was the word "Wel- 
come" and "F-T L)" meaning Fabre, 
Tachfi and Durien. As they landed 
lights of red. white and blue, like large 
bon-tires wore burned, shedding a most 
lovely glow over the whole scene, making 
it one enchanting tableau. 

New Placer Mining Company. 

In the district of Kootonay, about a 
day's journey from Cranbrook, the vast 
farm and cattle range owned by Col, .las. 
Baker, flows a tributary of the St. Mary's 
river called Perry creek. Its highly auri- 
ferous bed has never been reached owing 
to a stratum of quicksand or slum lying 
between the gravel, and which compelled 
the early miners of 18(>7 to confine their 
operations to itB banks and bars. But 
even the latter must have proved of re- 
markable richness, for thousands of the 
gold-seekers flocked there and built a 
town of considerable dimensions which to 
this day shows rows of well-constructed 
stores, saloons and dwellings in a fair state 
of preservation. The now company has 
been formed for the purpose of penetrat- 
ing to the hod-rock and extricating the 
course gold known to he there. Mr. A. 
Bilsland, an experienced Cariboo miner, 
is the foreman, who, by the construction 
of a treble cofferdam, has now overcome 
the quicksand and is sinking through gra- 
vel towards the old channel of tho crook. 
Where tho rim rock of the latter was 
reached some time since, a space of four 
foot square yielded SU0 in coarse gold. 
The gravel of tho shaft now being sunk 
contains everywhere coarse gold, some of 
the size of grains of rico; but this will not 
bo washed now, for it is proposed to drift 
on tho old bod and there reap in the 
course of a few weeks or months a rich 
harvest, Tho name of the company is the 
"Perry Greek Gold Mining Co., incor- 
porated Sept. 7th, Its temporary trus- 
tees, as published in tho Ojjicittl </«;cttr, 
aro Dr. I. W. Powell, D. R. Harris and 
Honry Jacoby. A prospectus describing 
tho assets of the company, tho leases ob- 
tained from tho government and the 
ground proposed to bo worked as shown 
by maps, '& being prepared.

A MAGNIFICENT SPREAD. 

The Banquet (ilven by the Commissioned Offi- 
cers of tire 11. B. Co. to their Commis- 
sioner and Friends. 

From tho Winnipeg Sun of Sept. 8th, 
wo gathor that tho banquet given by the 
Commissioner W : rigley and friends by tho 
commissioned officers of tho H. B. Co. 
was a splendid affair. Among the largo 
number of guests present wore Mr. T. R. 
Smith, assistant commissioner H. B. Co. , 
and Mossrs. Munro and Lawaon, of Vic- 
toria. From tho published menu it is soon 
that tho spread was one of a varied and 
recherche character and worthy of the oc- 
casion. In responding to tho toast of tho 
Chief Commissioner, proposed by Mr. 
Alex. Henderson, Mr. Wrigloy replied, 
thanking tho officers for the hoar;inoss of 
the reception given him. Referring to tho 
timo when ho assumed his presont posi- 
tion, being then practically ignorant of 
Hudson's Bay matters, ho cordially thank- 
ed all tho officers, both aonior and junior, 
for tho kindness with which they came to 
his assistance with their long and varied 
experience. Throughout ho had boon treated 
with the most uniform consideration and 
kindness. Perhaps ho might be allowed 
to suggest that their kind demonstra- 
tions had something to do with their 
meeting bore during tho past wook. His 
honor tho lieutenant governor had sug- 
gested a reason for their gathering 
together. Great changes woro tak- 
ing place; the tide of civilization and 
immigration was coming into this coun- 
try, and it was impossible to resist it, 
even if any ono so wished it, and tho 
Hudson's Bay Company certainly did not 
wish to resist it. in the faco of this it 
had been necessary for thoin to seo what 
changes wero requisite in their organiza 
tion and procedure. With that view they 
had met together, and it was a matter of 
the greatest gratification to find that the 
governor and committee of the company, 
whom he had the honor to represent, 
wero in complete accord with what ho 
might term, tho executive part, of the 
company, as to tho steps to be taken. 
They had compared notes and talked over 
matters, and tho mooting had been at- 
tended with sentiments of deep satisfac- 
tion and joy. He quite recognizod that 
this vast territory was opened up to any- 
body who choose to come in and trade, 
and the company would treat such traders 
with the greatest, he was going to say, 
generosity and courtesy, but "wo must 
have tho furs." (Loud cheers and ap- 
plause.) Tho country was quito open to 
anybody to trade in, and the company 
would condescend to no tricks or mean 
dodges — everything should be fair and 
above hoard—but thu company meant to 
have thoir share of the trade. But the 
changes of which they had been Bpeaking 
brought another point to his mind. In 
addition to the lieutenant governor of tho 
province, who had honored him with his 
presence, and in addition to the bishop of 
Rupert's Land, for whom, ho was sure, 
every Hudson's Bay officer had tho deep- 
est respect, a gentleman whose wise and 
far-seeing policy would undoubtedly bear 
fruit, and whoso name would in days to 
como bo respected, i.f possible, even more 
than to-day, thoy had present with them 
a minister of the crown. That minister 
was charged with the duties of superin- 
tending the affairs of this great North- 
west. Of Mr. White's political life he 
would say nothing, as It was a maxim of 
tho Hudson's Bay company never to med- 
dle in polities. But as a minister he 
would venture to say, from what he had 
seen of him during the short time they 
had been together, he considered him em- 
inently qualified and well adapted fi.r the 
duties of his office. He would further 
venture to say that tho Hon. gentleman 
was conscientiously diligent and energetic 
in the performance of the duties devolv- 
ing upon him. The question which the 
presence of Mr. White brought before 
him was this: It was only a short time 
since the chief factors of the Hudson's 
Bay Company wero practically the gover- 
nors of this groat Northwest. They could 
be considered, as it wero, the representa- 
tives of the past, and the honorable gen- 
tlemen the representative of the present 
and the f ;l ur L "1 would say to him that 
ho must iuci. ise and we must decrease in 
political power. " (Cheers.) Ho was sure 
he was expressing tho feelings of every 
Hudson's Bay officer when he said they all 
felt this change was taking place in the 
fullness of time, and that there was not 
one feeling of repining or regret at what 
had, he must say, of necessity come upon 
them. Furthermore, the Hudson's Bay 
officers, in those regions where the civil 
powot of tho Ottawa government could 
not reach, would over bo ready to assist 
by every means in their power toward 
the maintenance of law and order. Nover 
would the officers permit it Ui bo said 
that the company woro either directly or 
indirectly averse to the advance of civili- 
zation and the spread of the gospel. Mr. 
Clarke had referred to the rebellion, 
and he (Mr. Wrigloy) only had one fault 
to find with what he had said. Mr. Clarke 
had spoken too much about what was pre- 
formed by the commissioner and far too 
little about what was done by the officers 
of the company. What those officers did 
perhaps nobody but themselves know; 
how they had exerted themselves to assist 
the government, and oven in 
some cases risked their lives. 
He must also say ho was perfectly per- 
suaded that not one officer of the com- 
pany had misappropriated a single cent 
out of the hundreds of thousands, and ho 
might almost say millions of dollars that 
passed through thoir hands. It was no 
credit to bo honest, but it might bo as 
well that that fact should be known. In 
conclusion ho wished the officers every 
success at their various stations, and as- 
sured them of a cordial welcome. 

After the usual toasts had boon pro- 
posed and responded to tho meeting broke 
up after singing "God Save tho Queen." 

Subsequently a largo number of tho 
officers .-111(1 their friends hat down al. ono 
of tho tables, moved Assistant Commis- 
sioner Smith into tho chair, when an im- 
promptu programme of toasts was gone 
through. The legal profession was re- 
sponded to by H. Archibald and W. B. 
Perdue, the medical profession by Mr. 
Mitchell, the commercial interests by M. 
A. Mathesoil and Mayor Jones, and tho 
Historical society by C. N. Bell. Tho fun 
was kept up till a late hour, almost every 
ono presont being given an opportunity 
to speak.

SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 

A mooting of the board of siohool truu- 
toes was held last evening in tho city hall. 
Presont — Chairman Hayward, Secretary 
Hirsterman and Trustees Milne, Harris, 
Walker and Ferguson. 

Several letters and applications for 
teachers were read, and also the 
monthly accounts, which amounted' 
to about $100. On motion of Dr. 
Milne the accounts wore referred to the 
supply committee. 

Secretary Hirsterman took umbrage at 
the motion as ho maintained that he had 
tho solo power and authority to pay the 
bills and sign tho vouchers. 

Trustee Harris could not intorpret tko 
law in the same way as tho secretary, as he 
considered the trustee board had the full 
power to deal with tho accounts. The 
secretary was only a servant of tho 
board. 

Trustee Harris also ro*d a letter writ- 
ton by the secretary to the. committee, 
stating that tho law gave him tho power 
to transact tho business of tho board and 
that none others woro entitled to do so. 

Secretary Heisterman hero wished to 
withdraw the letter, which was allowed 
by tho board. 

On a motion to refer an application for 
supplies to the finance Committee, tho 
secretary said that unless he "could control 
the expenditure of moneys ho would re- 
sign. 

Tho members of the board sii.id that tho 
finance committee did not interfere with 
tho secretary, but only wished to relieve 
him of onerous duties. Tho resolution was 
then put and carried, whereupon Mr. 
Heisterman left his seat mid resigned as 
secretary. 

Trusteo Walker was the»i appointed 
secretary. 

I'RAVBRS IN SCHOOL. 

Trustee Ferguson moved that the 
schools should bo opened and closed by 
reading a portion of the scriptures. 

The chairman referred to tho regula- 
tions, which insisted that no religious 
dogmas should bo taught in tho schools, 
and said that it was impossible to have 
the Scripture read without infringing on 
tho principle of the act and ruled the mo- 
tion out of order. 

It was then amended and now reads 
that the schools are to be opened each 
day with tho reading of the Lord's prayer.
